Federal Dellnqaeijeies*; 

Tho noble, BtateBmanlike sUnd 
taken by the GoTernmont ab Ottawa 
respecting the eztension of tho bonnd- 
ariei of the Dominion to the shores of 
the Paoifio, and tbo alacrity and iaith- 
folfiiSlii' with which the priDcipal obli- 
gationsjlnvolted in that ezteiiBioB have 
been and are atill being disoharged 
have afforded aubjeot for oongratulation 
and panegyric in these colamno, Never- 
tholoa», there are Bome matters ol do- 
tail in roapoct of whioh wa regret that 
wo cannot commend the Federal au" 
thorltios, And recent events painfully 
donionBlrate the vital importaooeto tho 
Province of some of theae matters of 
detail and tho fearful penally of nogloet. 
Turning to tho Union Act we find 
amongst tbo enumerated list ofsub- 
joots for Federal logialalion and admin- 
istration that oi 'Qaarantine and the 
eBlabliBbmenk and maintensoco of Ma- 
rine. HoBpitalfl.* Although nearly twelve 
inbnthB have elapsed Binoe the formal 
admiBBion of British CJlambia, no move* 
, ment^ to far as wo are awaro, has yet 
been made towa-'ds providing for the 
poBBible wants c( the Province in this 
reapeot. Perhaps the appearanoo oi 
small-pox m«iy have enabled tho public 
more olear'y to realiie the " importance 
of tbia i^uestion ; hot it does seem 
strangf that tho anthoritios at Ottawa 
ehonU, as it would appear, not havo 
besfowcd a thought apoa tho matter. 
If would ill become us, in pointing onl 
:he delinquonoiea of the federal aatbori- 
ticp, to clofle bar eyes to those of car 
own Government — both Oivie and Pro- 
vincial. Tbo circamBtanoe of this sub- 
ject being clearly one for'Federal logisri 
lation and ndminiatration, and the un- 
doniablo remie^noBB of the Pederal ani 
thoriiiea can hardly be pleaded bb an 
excDse for Civic or Proviucial abatention. 
In the first place, it is extremely dosbt« 
I'ol whether the local aatborities had 
preseiit'to their mind tho fact that the 
eubject fell under Federal jariudiolion ; 
and oven itthoy had, that woold have 
formed no valid excuse for inuolion, in. 
aBmuch as it would still havo been iheir 
obvious duty to put the local machinery 
in force antil superceded by the Federal. 
Every day demonstratea more clearly 
how important it was to bare enforced 
proper qnarantino rogalations with the 
ntmoBt promptitude and rigor niib 
reapect to the Prioco Alfred on the 
very first intimation of tbe proseace of 
the dlBoafio. We may be excused for 
giving expression to a very general 
and, as it appears to ns^ rational con- 
viction that the prompt removal, to 
proper quarterSj of the plague-stricken 
cbiid and the proper ond rigid treat- 
ment of ibe Bhip^ and pasBecgors and 
crew might have prevented tho spread 
of the diBea>-e. Bat what are the facts 1 
Xbe diBeased child was left on board 
Bome twenty-five hoora after irs pres- 
ence and condition were made kuown 
to tbe city aulhorities^ and ibe pasBen- 
gors and crew nero shut up to iho dma 
ease on board tbo ship after a tOLiioua 
and uncomfortable voyage. Finally 
tbe victim of the terrible disease waa 
placed in a position of all others most 
favorable to having tho plagoo wafterl 
on tbe winds to soek now Tioiima 
amoogst the numerous families residing 
between James Bay and J3ea0on Hill, 
Tno pu8"engor8 were qaaranlined, — 
that 18, after a fashion, and aahow was 
made of dieinfocting too abip, But the 
whole thing was so looiicly and iuefE- 
ciently done that it only excited ridiculu. 
Tbo ship and her infected crew and aomo 
of her pasaengora were permitted topro- 
ced to I^anaimo4 a port which, althoagh 
Beooiid only to Victoria ia importanop, 
is still wholly desiituto of any proviaion 
for sacba contingency. Wbilatbe Bteam> 
er is at Nanaimo two fresh cases 
break out, and the ship is eoni 
^.'back to this port, whoro aho ia again (jaarikn- 
tined, and tho new victims aro removed to 
the pest housB wliicb h'ia laiiHQwliilB become 
the bouse ot deatl;. lint thai ib not all. Two 
Other vessels, tho Kmma und tbe BUck 
Diamond bnog down from N&a&lmo pessea- 
gars from the infected ship, thas preaamablj' 
•bsoomiog tresh obannels for propogiviinj^ tho 
disease. Soma of tbesa fagitiva paaeengerH 
are landed on onr wharves, and It ia only by 
the merest accident that their propress ia 
arrested bo(or» they hiwo limo to raiiiglo with 
tho inljiitntiuits. tiiich a. conontBiiatioQ of 
blunders of omission and commission it is 
ditliciilt to explain, much Io>s paliale; and 
what may be tho ultimate conscquercca of all 
this we tremble to contemplate. Did ne feel 
any assnranee that tho aaiborttlea, profiting 
by experience, would DOW grapple with tbe 
■Dbjeet with tbai earnestneis and vigor wbiob 
its importanoo demands, wo oonfeis that we 
woald (eel less apprebenaion for tbe fature. 
No lime sbonld now be lost in makiDg tncb 
provisions as will enable proper end effective 
(luariinliao to be performed both hero and at 
Noniiimo, New We3tmiii.>ter,Rnd Durrnrd Inlet. 
The first point to bo nimsd at is tljhicncy. 
Tbo second is cconorn;/. Surely it will not br 
necessary that we should ur\!0 tho Provincial 
authorities to do their duty in tbe promiBes, — 
first, to employ every moans to provonl tbe 
spread of tbe deseasc; and, second, to lose no 
time in bringing tbe whole subjeot pointed ly 
under Federal notica. It may be said tbat a 
great fuss is being madoaboata oaie or two 
of smnll-pox. It ia bolter thai tbo fuss ehould 
be made now than when too lato. An ounce 
ot prevention is better than a pound of cure; 
and It tfl with tho iiopo of arousing tho authori- 
ties both heio luid at Ottawa to due dilligecco 
and a filling siiiiau of reBpouBibility tbat tho 
Bubjeot has beiMi again hiou^ht before tbe 
public.
